busy places of men. 
One thinks 
of such leaders as Et. F rancis of 
Assisi, renouncing all things for; 
the glory of living In lowly C hris- i 
tian service and devotion to the 
poor and needy. 
One thinks of 
men like John B unyan, gladly glv- j 
ing up even freedom for the more 
precious freedom 
of 
practicing 
and proclaim ing his faith. 
Modem Instances 
And one could find even in our 
modem 
m aterialistic 
civilization 
more instances than we som etim es 
realize of those 
who 
have 
for­ 
saken all to follow Jesus. 
Some 
of these are perhaps as unorthodox 
and as m uch scorned and vilified 
as were these who long ago heard 
the voice of Jesus as he called 
m en to hin in Galilee and Judea. 
But all of this 
g reat 
life 
of 
spiritual adventure ie not strange. 
and unconventional and unortho­ 
dox. 
In the ordinary conventional 
paths of life there will be found 
those 
who, 
without 
ostentation 
and without any air of superior

O ftentim es it is m uch hnrder to 
stay a t home and perform w ith 
C hristian spirit and zeal the hum ­ 
drum but necessary task s than it 
is to brave the dangers and a c ­ 
cept the excitem ents of the more 
adventu ous service. 
There are a 
great m any who are fitted for the 
C hristian 
drudgery 
which 
they 
despise who are not fitted for the 
sort of leadership to which they 
aspire. 
P eter w as by natu re fitted for

life, 
though he 
would 
have been a stronger and better 
m an lf he had had In him som e­ 
thing of th at spirit of endurance 
and capacity

combined 
w ith the vision and impulses of a 
m an of spiritual genius. 
P eter w as by profession and n a­

We feel that somehow we must 
aid 
Nature in overcoming these 
pests of our fruit, shade and hard­ 
wood trees. 
Tent caterpillars be­ 
long to a family of silk spinners 
closely related to the “aik worm” 
of commerce. 
W hen full size they are about 
two inches long with a cylindrical 
body, lightly clothed with yellow 
hairs of varying lengths. 
They 
are black in color with a white 
stripe down the middle of the 
back. 
The eggs from which tent cater­ 
pillars hatch are laid by the par­ 
ent 
moth 
In 
wonderfully 
neat, 
ring-like masses around the twit s 
Wo may nip the evil In the bud 
by removing and destroying the 
egg-masses 
during 
the 
winter 
months. 
As each ring or cluster 
of eggs contains from 200 to 400 
eggs the possibilities 
of doing 
good control work are evident. 
In the spring the eggs hatch, 
and 
the little caterpillars, after 
feeding upon the glue-like cover­ 
ing, start out together in search 
of green food. They usually se­ 
lect a fork not far from the egg- 
mass and start a nest for them ­ 
selves. building a tent to which 
they return when not "feeding upon 
leaves on nearby twigs. 
The American or apple tree tent 
caterpillar often become num er­ 
ous enough 
to completely defo­ 
liate many kinds of orchard and 
shade trees; 
It seems to prefer 
wild cherry.
